A BOOtEBS' CLUB. 

To any one who has attended 
the games this fall it is evident 
that there is a crying need for or- 
ganized rooting. The crowds are 
there, but it seems impossible to 
get together at any one spot 
enough men to do concerted yell- 
ing. This is one point in which 
visiting schools invariably excel 
us, and it is a weakness which 
which must be remedied if this 
Thanksgiving Day is to be differ- 
ent from those that have preced- 
ed it. 

It is to meet this need and to 
form a nucleus around which some 
concerted rooting can be done 
that The Hatchet has determined 
to organize a Rooter’s Club. 

The membership of this club 
will be limited to thirty. It will 
be made up of those who first ap- 
ply. There is but one qualifica- 
tion. Each member must pledge 
himself to attend and yell at each 
^fame from now until Thanksgiv- 
m^. The club will assemble ]ust 
made the gate at each game and 
will march to the field in a body. 
A special section will be reserved 
at the Greorgetown game. At each 
game the roll will be called and 
the names of all absentees stricken 
from the list. Their places will 
be filled with other applicants. 
The list of members will be print- 
ed each week in The Hatchet and 
a picture of the club will be pub- 
lished in the MaU. In case of a 
victory Thanksgiving, some sort 
of a celebration in the shape of a 
banquet or theater party might 
v^ properly be arrang^. 

This idea is, of course, merely 
a suggestion which can doubtless 
be improved up<Mi. If, however, 
you are interestM drop your name 
and address in a Hatchet box and 
a meeting; will be called to perfect 
an organization. 


OBEDIT FOB DEBATINO. 

After many months of discus- 
sion, a plan at last has been form- 
ulated for giving credit for work 
in the debating societies. This 
plan provides, in brief, that a 
credit of one hour for a semester 
shall be given to a student who at- 
tends 75 per cent of the meetings 
of a debating society for a year 
and takes active part in at least 
20 per cent of the meetings. No 
student is to receive credit for 
work in more than one society, 
and in every case the president 
and secretary of the organization 
must certify to the correctness of 
the record. A petition containing.* 
the above provisions is being cir- 
culated and will shortly be pre- 
sented to the faculty, where fa- 
vorable consideration is hoped for. 

In every movement there are 
naturally some to object and ob- 
struent. A lack of difference in 
opinion usually means a lack of 
thought. And so it is extremely 
probable that there will be a few 
who in all sincerity will oppose 
the propc)sition. It will be said 
•that to give this credit will lower 
our educational standards by re- 
ducing the requirements for a de- 
gree. 

If credit for debating means a 
loss of educational standing to the 
University there is no question 
but that it should not be given. 
But it is hard to see just why this 
should be the case. The plan does 
not involve a reduction of the to- 
tal number of hours required for 
the degree, but merely affords a 
way through which a very small 
proportion of those hours may be 
taken. Debating is simply to be 
added to the University curricu- 
lum, and the whole question nar- 
rows itself down to whether or not 
debating is a desirable addition. 

On this point there should be 
little discussion. It is almost as 
important to be able to talk as it 
is to be able to think. A ^w 
school that turns out graduates 
without teaching them to express 
what they have learned is to a 
certain extent a failure. A sup- 
posedly liberal college course 
which teache^ a man everything 
but the abilify to impart his 
knowledge to others is worse than 
a failure. 

George Washington has for a 
long time recognized this need. 
Our work in debating is, we ven- 
ture to say, second to none in the 
country. It has become a vital 
part of our educational system. 
As such it should be given the con- 
sideration it deserves.
